Mr. Mills opened by saying that the war-tariff 


taxes, after the lapse of a quarter of a century, 
were higher than during the war. The Income 
tux Imposed to meet war expenses bad been, 
swept away. It was a tax on wealth, but It 
was gone: but the war tax on clothing, on 
rood, on implements of labor, remained, and 
the war was still being prosecuted against the 
people—a fiscal war, exhausting tn Us de- 
mands, and every effort to remove or lower 
that taxation bad been resisted and defeated. 
Tho Democrats bad been taunted, Mr. Mills 
said, with the charge tbat they hod tailed to 
reduce taxation. This charge bad been mode 
by the minority, whlob bad been guilty of pre- 
venting action on the many bills brought Into 
tbe House by the committee on ways and 
means. . 


Turning his attention to the woolen manu- 


factures, he argued that the public was Injured 
by the present excessive tax, and nobody bene- 
Utted. High duties prohibited and limited im- 
portations and exportation. We were feeding 
the people of Europe, and when we put clgh 
duties on goods they sent us in exchange for 
food, It amounted to taxing our own agricult- 
ural exports. A reduction of duties would not. 
he assorted, check manufactures and cramp la- 
bor. We always imported more goods when 
prices were high. Under lower duties we coukl 
export more goods, our manufactories would 
run steadily, and labor would be constantly 
employed. Not more than ten per cent, of the 
goods consumed In the United States would be 
imported if all the customs bouses were torn 
down and the Government supported by aired 
taxes. Protectionists argue that manufactured 
articles were cheaper here than In any other 
country as a result of protection. It was not 
so; but supposing it was, why, then, should 
they resist so strenuously any effort to lower 
duties, if they were able to nnderesll European 
manufacturers! Did the manufacturers pay 
blgber wages because protection enabled them 
to do It? No. Jay Gould was able to pay his 
bootblack five hundred dollars, but did not do 
It He paid the market pi loos. "He paid 
his nickel like a little man." Higher wages 
were made by coal, steam and machinery, and 
higher wages meant lower cost of production. 
This accounted for the (act that free-trade 
England paid higher wages tban protection 
France and Germany, and yet controled the 
world's markets. He bad requested the pres- 
ent Chief ot tbe Labor Bureau to ascertain if 
there was any exception to the rule tbat wages 
depended upon the efficiency of labor, and tbe 
result of highly-paid efficient labor was low 
cost of product. In answer, bo read a tabu- 
lated statement prepared by Mr. Wright, giv- 
ing tho result of his Inquiry, which appeared to 
fully bear out the rule. 


In concluding, Mr. Mills said be hoped tbe 


bill, which had favor throughout the country, 
would receive a majority of tbe votes ot the 
House, though it was not all that the commit- 
tee could ask. It was a very moderate bill, yet 
would send comfort and happiness into all the 
homes and bosoms of the poor, laboring people 
, of this county, and he asked the House, In be- 
half of -ibese people, to consider tbelr claims, 
and help to reduce tbe burdens tbat bad been 
.loaded upon them. 


When the speaker sat down, applause and 


cries of "Vote, vote", came from the Demo 
oralic side of the hall. He was at once sur- 
rounded by u crowd of Democratic members, 
who pressed forward to shake bis band and 
tender their congratulations.

commanding commercial poiltton to that ot 
colonial dtpwdonce. It was studiously de- 
signed to irodoee these dire results, and hap- 
pily adapted (or its purpose. It was confess- 
edly a partisan measure, and wo* .framed In 
the Interest of a party whose leaden appear to 
be oblivions to the overwhelming social and 
economic changes wrought by the abolition of 
slavery. The gentlemen who framed this bill, 
and could brook neither modification nor dis- 
cussion ot iti provisions by their associates In 
the committee to which 
the 
prepara- 


tion 
of 
revenue 
bills 
was 
confided 


by law, were, with but two exceptions, 
representative* of what was slave territory. 
The bill was an anachronism. It had no rela- 
tion to this era; It belonged to the saddest 
epoch In our National history—the period be- 
tween 1824 and 1881. During that period slavery 
dominated onr National councils and guided 
the administration ot our National affairs In 
hostility to National interests, and in the inter- 
eat of tree-trade twice, threatened war. It was 
in the Interest of free-trade that war vrss 
threatened in support of the doctrine of nulli- 
fication; and it was tn the interest of free-trade 
that the country was Involved for more than 
four years In a fratricidal war, the proportions 
ol which were more gigantic than ever charac- 
terised -o olvllwar. The entire South knew 
that tree-trade was essential to Jhe perpetuity 
of slavery In the Republic, and It should also 
know that the logic that could defendfree-trafle 
In a country ennotred with the boundless di- 
versity of the element! of manufacture and 
the Immense supply of the forces for their con- 
version which we enjoy, vanished when slavery 
was abolished. 


Putting wool on the free list, Mr. Kelley said, 


would abolish sheep husbandry, destroy the 
Immense capital embarked therein, and im- 
poverish more than a million men who own 
flocks or are employed in their care. The trans- 
fer of tin plate and cotton ties and other pro- 
ducts of coal and iron ore to the free list, and 
the reduction ot the duties on steel rails, 
structural iron and many other forms of iron 
and steel sufficiently to withdraw protection 
from them, and permit foreign producers to 
flood our markets, would, though It maintained 
existing duties on coal and iron ore, close a 
majority of the bituminous coal fields and ore 
banks which were now giving profitable em- 
ployment to hundreds of thousands of labor- 
ers, not only In Northern States, but in Mnry- 
land. Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
Georgia, Tennessee and Alabama, and turn 
them adrlftwithout prospect of other employ- 
ment elsewhere than in cotton and corn 
fields. 


Speaking of the duty on sugar, Mr. Kelley 
ia Id President Cleveland's Free-trade message 
by its assumption that the duty was always add- 
ed to the cost, not only of imported commodi- 
ties, but to the price of like commodities pro- 
duced in this country, shows how profoundly 
ignorant he was of economic science. To Il- 
lustrate the absurdity of this assumption, he 
Invited the President's attention to the fact 
that though the dnties Imposed by our Govern- 
ment on sugar wore reduced to ad valorem 
standards, they were never so high as they now 
are, and the price of sugar was never BO low in 
this country as It now is. An incalculable ele- 
ment of tbe value of the beet and sorghum 
Industry to the farmer. Is found In the fact that 
both serve to regenerate fields, the fertility ot 
which has been impaired by the too constant 
growth of wheat or corn; The exhausted lands 
of Germany and France have been reinvigor- 
ated by beet culture and the manufacture of 
•ugar. "And I fail," said Mr. Kelley, "to see 
how Congress could Inflict so fatal a stroke on 
the Interests ot farmers and the industrial 
tlasses generally, as by declaring the culture 
)f sugar an outlaw In the United States by 
reducing duties upon it and molasses, from an 
issuredly protective rate. In conclusion I 
lubmit that it was by the provisions of law im- 
posing taxes on distilled spirits that' thri 
•'whisky trust" was called into existence, and 
knabled to accomplish the revival ot the des- 
potism which pervaded the Southern States 
before the war, and that the power of this trust 
uid the combinations of the Democratic poll- 
ilcians and the banking Influence of Kentucky 
aan be broken only by repeal of the internal 
'.axes, tbe perpetuation of which is the Issue 
presented to the American people by the Pres- 
Uent in his Free-trade message and .by live 
Southern gentlemen who have dominated the 
tounclls of the committee on ways and means, 
ind submitted this bill to the House for 
jonsideration. For myself, I will stand for 
the protective system and the maintenance of 
mob rates of 
duties as will Insure the 


(evelopment of all the resources of the coun- 
Ty, Increase the number of Its industries and 
nerpetuate its National Independence, tom- 
sierolal and Industrial, as well as political. 
This can not be done if the Internal tax system 
e to be maintained, tor the surplus Is a condi- 
tion that can not be perpetuated with safety to 
mr republican institutions. The purity ot the 
Sovernment, the safety of business, and the 
norals of the public demand tho abatement ot 
ihe surplus by the repeal of the ta:ces which 
low from it.1* 


Mr, Kelley spoke for two hours, and when he 


look his seat was loudly applauded and con 
iratulated by his party friends. 
The House then, at 5:10 p. m., adjourned.

Hawley was yet asleep, and was about to 
Brain him with a chair, when Hawley, 
iraking up, drew a pistol from beneath 
ihe pillow and fired five shots, two of 
ffhioh took effect, one in Barnuin's 1'pre- 
aead, and one in his side. The victim was 
forty-five years old, and a leading meth 
odist Church member. Hawley is several 
years younger, and a son ol a prominent 
mission conductor. He is one of the 
wealthiest men in the State. Public gym 
pathy seems to be on his side, as it ap- 
pears that he acted wholly in self-de.

Nsw YORK, April 17.—Dr. Fordyea Bar- 


ker seemed quite overcome as he stood on 
the steps of No. 9 West Twenty-fourth 
street this afternoon and told the report- 
ers of the impending dissolution of Ros- 
coe CoiikUug. 
His eyes were suffused 


with tears, as he had just come from the 
ex-Senator's bedside, and his voice was 
Uusky with emotion. He made no effort 
to conceal the fact that the death 
Df the ex-Senator was now expected at 
any moment. 
A ' feeling of sadness 


teemed to have spread among the guests 
sC the Hoffman House, and there is an ap- 


' pressive quietness and solemnity among 
the crowds in the corridors. Voices were 
bushed, and all were talking in low tones 


. »l the last sad news about the ex-Sena- 


tor. 
The friends who came to the house 


tvent away ,with sorrowful expressions, 
out said very little. 


The hopes the doctors had had of Mr. 


2onkling's recovery were based on the 
rplendid physique of the patient, and that 
.was perhaps the very cause of the last 
lickness, which dates from the day of the 
treat blizzard, when Mr. Conkling walked 
:o his home from his office at No. 12 Wall 
itreet. He delighted in telling the story 
of his struggle, and how ha nearly got lost 
In a snow-drift in Uniou Square." 


Por two weefcs or so thereafter he con- 


tinued to work, but on March 30 had to 
jive up. On April 3 he called in Dr. 
Agnew, and on April 9 the operation in- 
volving the cutting of the mastoid bone, 
the projection behind the left ear was 
reported to let out the pus that had ac- 
cumulated in the honeycomb formation 
of the bono. Many believed that his sick- 
ness dated from his terrible blizzard ex- 
perience.

Conkling is sinking very rapidly. 


His death is a question of a very short 
time. Mrs. Conkling and the others are at 
the bedside." Mr. Stokes was much af- 
fected, and hurried away.
